LANSING—The Department of Natu- 
ral Resources this week initiated action 
seeking to have the State Court of 
Appeals make a judicial review of a Lake 
County Circuit Court decision which holds 
that the DNR lacks legal authority to 
impose proposed river-use rules on 
problem stretches of fonr northern 
Michigan streams. 

In acting under directions given by the 
Natural Resources Commission last week, 
the DNR formally requested the State 
Attorney General's office to file a claiin of 
appeal on ihe decision with the higher 
court. 

The DNR took this first step faced 
with April 23 deadline for seeking such an 
appeal under a supplemental opinion 
handed down early this month by Judge 
Charles -A: Wickens of Lake County 
Cireuit Court. 

That opinion came in response to a 
motion filed hy DNR on January 16 which 
called for the circuit court to make 
additional findings of fact on its original 
river-rules decision earlier that month. 

The court’s supplemental opinion 
reinforced its original ruling that Act 17 of 
1921, the DNR’s hasie organization act, 
does not give the Department authority to 
implement the proposed river-use rules. 

The DNR fad keyed mueh of its circuit 


court case to that portion of Act 17 which ° 


broadly charges the Department with the 
responsibility to protect and conserve the 
state’s natural resources. This point 
remains a major one for the DNR in 
earrying its river-rules fight to the State 
Court of Appeals. 

Also at the core of the DNR’s conten- 
tion is its concern for saving problem 
streams from the environmental wear and 
tear caused by excessive, uncontrolled

recreational use of such rivers, : 

The DNR’s brief before Lake. County 
Cireuit Court underscored this concern by 
stating: 

“Over-crowding is causing erosion of 
the river banks, depredation of the water 
and vegetation through littering and 
wanton behavior, aid general habitat and 
aesthetic deterioration, as well as of - 
evidence of property damage, vandalism. 
trespass, disturbance of the peace and the 
effective denial of the rights of other 
citizens to enjoy the recreational area,” _ 

DNR officials believe the circuit court 
opinion treated these problems strictly in 
the sense of “pollution,” and they hone 
that the key question of environmental 
damage from over-use of rivers will be 
weighed in the fullest spectrum as 
reflected by this quoted statement. 

As proposed before they were taken 
into circuit court deliberations nearly two 
yeurs ago, the DNR's river use ruies 
would reguiate overcrowded sections of 
the AuSable, Manistee, Pine and Pere 
Marquette rivers, . 

They are designed first to safeguard 
environmental values of the four northern 
Michigan streams and secondly to bring 
about more orderly cnjoyment of the 
heavily used rivers by all types of 
recreationists. i 

To that end, the rules eall for a permit 
system which would limit the number of 
watercraft that could be launched on 
problem sections of the four streams on 

Saturdays, Sunday, and holidays during 
the peak summer season. The measures 
also carry a daily time restriction on 
watercraft, 

Other provisions of the rules are’ 
designed to curb horseplay, rowdyism. 
littering, and additional problems.

Pet Chatter 
(By Teri Andrews} 


Now comes the stimulating 
lesson of “heel free.” Make the 
dog sit on your left side and 
then slip off its lead and with 
the word “heel” both walk 
ahead. Use your left hand to 
encourage the dog to follow by 
patting your own thigh, and 
even if the puppy wants to try 
and put its nose against your 
hand let it do so. This will give 
it confidence to stay. At this* 
stage, it is very important to 
talk to the puppy and to 
encourage it constantly. If the 
puppy strays, command it to 
come back to heel immediately 
and give praise when the order 
is curried out. This exercise 
should never, of course, be 
practiced at a busy thorough- 
fare, for even if the dog is a 
very expericnced one, some- 
thing more interesting will 
attract its atiention and tempt 
it, to wander off. Keep this 
exercise for the open spaces 
and back yard. In traffic, the 
dog should never leave its 
owner's left side. When cross- 
ing a road tell your dog to “sit” 
and make sure it remains at 
your side until it has been 
ascertained that the way is 
clear. Then command the dog 
to “heel” and set off. When this 
has been done many times. the 
dog thinking it is still on the 
leash will perform this act 
instinctively without any com- 
niands from the trainer, One 
habit that must be stopped 
from the start is the natural one 
of the dog's wishing to com- 
municate with other dogs. If 
the training has been successful 
the dog should come at a word 
of conimand on all occasions. 
“Chasing is a naturai part of the 
dog's hunting instinct. It can 


_certainly be prevented by good 


training, but it can never be 
totally cured. If the doy chases 
a cat. the encounter usually 
ends with the cat up a tree. ‘Io 
teach the dog that you do not 
approve of its behavior, ap- 
proach it, rather than scold it 
ance. The 


The chances 


from a dist 
are that the dog will be so 
involved in working oul a way 
to vet the cat that it will not 
notice, in this way it can be 
surprised as well as punished. 
Shake the dog by its scruff so 
that it knows a serious repri- 
mand is intended. 
* When let off the leash in the 
country the day should never 
think of chasing livestock or 
poultry. Tf there is any indica- 
tion that the dog might do such 
a thing, keep the animal on a 
leash at all times, or the result 
may well be a dead dog, and 
irate farmer and a very dis- 
tressed owner, Keeping the 
dog away from livestock is 
entirely the owner's responsi- 
bility. Unless the dog has had 
experience with these farm 
animals from puppyhood, at 
home or in home surroundings, 
it is best not to allow it uny 
freedom when these animals 
are in the vicinity,

A federal highway act of 1973 
permits federa) highway monies 
to be used lo build bike and/or 
horse trails along or in conjune- 
tion with highways which are 
federally financed.

No state may obligaie 
more thua two million dollars tu 
such projects in any one year. 

The Michigan Legislature 
passed an act in 1972, public act 
no. 327 which provides for 
facilities for non-motorized 
transportation. 

Mr. Carl Jager, chairman, 
Non-motorized Transportation 
Conumiive, Beread uf Trais- 
portation Planning has written 

‘ nf this act. Ho says, 
s law does is allow 
monies from the motor vehicle 
highway fund to be used for 
bicycle and equestrian (horse) 
facilities in addition to normal 
roadway construction and 
maintenance. No amounts are 
“earmarked” for non-motorized 
purposes, The amount to he 
spent is to be reasonable. An 
implied guideline as to what is 
reasonable is one-half of one 
percent of the county or 
allocation for street construc:

State Oil-Gas Lease Sale June 3 
For 348,400 Acres in Northern Mich. 


wo ateci 


*LANSING—State oi and 
lease rights covering about 
348,400 acres in 24 northern 
Lower Michigan counties will 
be put up for bids at a June 
public auction in Lansing as the 
result of action taken recently 
by the Natural Resources Com- 
mission. 

The lease sale, first since 
December of 1972, is set to 
open June 3 in Lansing’s Civic 
Center. 

{t was approved by the Com- 
mission after all of the leasc 
offerings were screened by 
DNK field and Forestry Divi- 
sion personnel to make sure 
they came under zoning safe- 
guards for environmental 
values. 

Under the protective zoning 
program, about 235,645 acres 
are listed for possible oi! and 
gas development while the 
remaining 112,759 acres are 
classified as off limits to wildcat 
exploration and development. 

In line with Commission 
policy, the June sale’s roster of 
non-development leases will in- 
clude state parks and recreation 
areas, game areas, state forest 
campgrounds, plus other areas 
of special wildlife significance 
and unusual natural: value. 

The DNR'’s largest lease 
offerings in June for state oil 
and gas rights will invelve 
about 60,000 acres in Midland 
County, 57,213 acres in Lake 
County, 49.460 acres in Neway- 
go County, 42.382 “acres in 
Crawford County, 30;889 acres 
in Benzie County, 27,924 acres 
in Oscoda County, and 26,911 
acres in Oceana County. 

Also up for bidding then will 
be lands in Alpena, Antrim, 
Arenac, Cheboygan, Emmet, 
Grand Traverse, Kalkaska, 
Manistee, Mason, Missaukee, 
Montmorency, Ogemaw, Osce- 
ola, Otsego, Presque Isle, Ros- 
common, and Wexford counties.

petroleum intercsis, the DN 
withdrew all "Pigeon River 
Country” lands - some 8,000 
acres-from its original proposed 
lease list for this June.

eouraging citizens, especially 
those who have homes in out- 
lying areas, to stop by one of 
the local insurance agencies and 
borrow an electric engraver 
ihat engraves metai, glass, 
ceramies, plastics, and wood 
surfaces. 

The tool will be loaned for 
two days during which driver's 
license numbers can be marked 
on clocks, radios, tape record- 
ers, TY sets, reeord players, 

cameras, bicycles, power mow- 
ers, and other items that appeal 
to would-be thieves. 

This makes all stolen valu- 
ables immediately traceable to 
their owner. The identity of the 
licensee and his correct address 
is available to any law enforce- 
ment agency immediately upon 
request via teletype or tele- 
phone. A thief therefore cannot 
claim stolen property as his 
own if apprehended. 

After engraving all valuables 
with a driver's license number, 
the engravers are returned to 
the insurance agency. Each 
citizen will be given window 
stickers proclaiming “all items 
of value on these premises have 
been marked for ready identi- 
fication by law enforcement 
agencies.” 

The window sticker also acts 
as a preventive measure. Once 
a burglar knows that the items 
in a house are marked and can 
easily be traced, he is likely to 
think tunce about breakiny in, 


In addition, the middleman or 


“fence” who buys and sells . 


stolen goods is wary of items 
that can be traced. If a “fence” 
won't buy an item, the thief has 
lost. his market.

New Rules 
Set on 
Trout. 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — 
The state Department of Natu- 
ra! Resources has imposed new 
regulations aimed at improving 
fish stocks in four lop Michigan 
trout streams. 

One rule will provide a 
special “Catch-and-Release” 
season from Jan. 1 to April 25, 
1975. along 8:7 miles of AuSable 
itiver fram Burtons Landing to 
Wakeley Bridge. 

Other new rules announced 
Monday take effect at Satur- 
day's regular trout season 
opener. 

The new reyulations inerease 
the minimum brook trout 
“keeper” size from seven inches 
to eight inches. The size rule 
applies to the 8.7 miles of 
AuSable River, 21 miles of the 
river's north branch from Twin 
Bridges to the river mouth, 15 
miles of the AuSable south 
branch frum Chase Bridge to 
the river mouth and 7.5 miles of 
the Manistee River from Yel- 
lowtroac Landing -ta the C.C.C. 
Bridge. 

The population of brook trout 
under seven inches jong de- 
clined last year, and Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
biologists say the eight-inch 
rule will help the fish rebound. 

The brook trout “keeper” 
size was set at 12 inches for a 
special 14.2 mile, “flies only” 
section of the AuSable River 


near Mis. 


It will be illegal to catch 
brown trout or Atlantic salmon 
from Oct. 1 to April 25, 1975, on 
the Pere Marquette stream 
between Michigan 37 and Glea- 
son’s Landing. 

The regular brook trout 
season runs from next Satur- 
day through Sept. uu. How- 
ever, an extended season 
through Oct. 31 has been 
imposed on the north branch, 
south branch, main stream and 
in the Mio area of the AuSable 
River; on the designated Man- 
istee section; and on a seven - 
mile section of the Little 
Manistee from Spencer Bridge 
to Johnson's Bridge.
